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THE BUCHAREST VISIT 


The Crown Prince and Mr. Beck in conversation 


The visit of the Polish Foreign 
Minister in Bucharest has been 
certainly a success, even if such 
facts as the repeated and long 
conversations between King Carol 
and Mr. Beck are tobe regarded 
as proofs of the close Polish- 
Rumanian collaboration. 

In the official communiqué 
which was issued after the visit, 
we find some phrases which are 
significant and give certain 
indications of the actual results 
which have been arrived at. The 
existence of a common Polish- 
Rumanian attitude towards 
certain European problems is 
important, but perhaps not so 
important as the common attitude 
towards the common neighbours 
of Poland and Rumania, 

It is often much easier to agree 
on some very general problem, 
in rather vague terms, carrying 
no obligation of any precise kind, 
than to find a common attitude 
with regard to immediate practical 
questions. Nevertheless it is the 
latter course which is favoured 
by Mr, Beck and his Rumanian 
colleague, Mr. Antonescu. 

The terms of the alliance of 
1921, while they speak of armed 


assistance, do not mention a 
common policy with regard to 
any problem, as such a provision 
might ‘too easily prove 
impracticable. It is a proof of 
the great vitality of the Polish- 
Rumanian friendship that it is 
capable of usefully completing 
the strict terms of the alliance 
by adapting it to the needs of 
the moment and enlarging the | 
scope of the collaboration of the 
two nations, 

The development of the non- 
political relations between any 
two countries is often a test of 
the political affinity existing 
between them. Such a test, 
applied to the relations between 
Rumania and Poland, would 
certainly give a strongly positive 
result. The commercial relations 
between them are on the increase, 
the reciprocal tourist traffic is 
also developing and has been 
specially mentioned during the 
last Bucharest conversations, the 
cultural relations, including the 
exchange of students and 
professors, is very active and 
every form of international 
intercourse is practised by the 
two friendly nations.

It is clear that no great 
novelties could be expeçted in 
the domain of the bilateral Polish- 
Rumanian relations, except the 
continuation of that intercourse. | 
Nothing more complete and 
binding than an alliance could 
be signed, so the absence of a 
new pact is quite natural, The 
announcement of the exchange 
of visits between King Carol and 
President Moscicki is merely 
another proof of the strong 
revival of the alliance. 


So much about the relations 
within the alliance. The relations 
outside it provide more 
opportunities for the introduction 
of new elements, but even they 
are only relatively new. The 
principle of relying on bilateral 
and local rather than on very 
general agreements for the 
safeguard of peace is not entirely 
new. That fact, however, detracts 
nothing from its value in the 
eyes of Mr. Beck, who prefers 
well tried methods and seems to 
have the complete agreement on 
this point of the leaders of 
Rumania,

Preparations for the Coronation, 
which have been visible for 
some time past at Westminster 
and along the route of the 
procession in Hyde Park, are 
now spreading visibly throughout 
London and in provincial towns. 
Shops and public buildings are 
gaily decorated. Flags are flying 
everywhere and very many 
motor cars carry the Union Jack. 
A large number of visitors are in 
England from parts of the Empire 
especially and from the United 
States. At Westminster itself the 
stage is all but set, and it is a 
promise of the crowds likely to 
attend on the day itself that the 
route has twice been crowded 
early in the morning for dress 
rehearsal processions arranged 
to enable the police to calculate 
times and distances. 


There is a mounting wave of 
loyalty to the Crown. Yet, with 
the illogicality of contemporary 
politics, it is accompanied by 
the most intense sympathy for 
anti-monarchical and Communist 
activities. The most that can be 
said for this political paradox is 
that among the people a hopelessly 
contradictory state of mind is 
on the whole generous inintention 
and on the whole sincere. But 
the action of British vessels in 
breaking the Bilbao blockade 
cannot pass without repercussion 
in European affairs. And the 
public declarations of the Dean 
of Canterbury will count against 
the Left Wing’— unless the 
sarcastic retorts of General 
Queipo de Llano, faithfully 
reported by the news agencies, 
neutralise the effect by 
exaggeration the other 
direction.

The Venice Conversations 


The commaniqué published after 
thecompletionofthe conversations 
between Chancellor Schuschnigg 
and Premier Mussolini and certain 
information that has come through 
to the international press on this 
theme seem to show that one of 
the chief subjects of discussion 
between both statesmen was the 
problem of German-Austrian 
relations. 


In the present situation between 
the Great Powers of West Europe 
the question of harmonious 
German-Austrian co-existence is 
of fundamental importance. We 
must not forget that the agreement 
between Berlin and Vienna of the 
iith July last, was concluded to 
a great degreeunder the patronage 
of Italy and that, from the point 
of view of Italy’s interests, it has 
for its aim the creation of a 


political basis for German-Italian 
solidarity through the diminishing 
of German-Austrian friction. The 
manifestation of this solidarity 
had, last summer, a great 
importance both for States 
burdened with politigal 
consequences of the Abyssinian 
compaign in relation to England 
and France, and for the Reich, 
which after the action of the 7th 
March 1936 was faced with 
negotiations for a new Western 
pact. 


Although nearly nine months 
have passed since the agreement 
of the 1ith July, the political 
situation whether of the Reich or 
of Italy has not undergone such 
radical changes that Berlin or 
Rome should resign so strong an 


asset as is, for each of them, in 
political contentions, the constant 


manifestation and emphasis of 
their mutual solidarity. Italian 
English relations have not really 
been reconciled and the Reich must 
still reckon with the similarity 
of French and English conceptions 
in negotiations for the Western 
pact. 


In such conditions it is clear 
that neither Rome nor Berlin 
want the Austrian question to 
burden their present relations, 
all the more so that political and 
economic competition between 
Italian and German influences 
must be reckoned with in Central 
Europe, a competition which 
cannot develop without a certain 
amount of friction, however 
carefully concealed. 


It results from recent Italian 
declarations on the subject of the 
return of the Hapsburgs and the 
strengthening of elements in the 


Austrian government 
sympathizing with National 


Socialism, that the factor forcing 
the issue in the Berlin-Rome angle 
on the Austrian question is at 
present the German Reich. In 
view of the rather momentary 
direct interests of Italian-German 
solidarity Rome has decided at 
present to make concessions. 
Obviously only the future will 
show how far Italy will be able 
to proceed on aroad of compromise 
in the Austrian question. The 
general political situation of Italy 
may indeed push Rome towards 
a final limit of concession. In any 
case, however, we must reckon 
with the fact that according to 
Berlin the drift of the Reich to 
Austria, as another German 
country, has anatural foundation 
and in view of this it is difficult 
to suppose that Germany, given 
favourable political conditions in 
the future, would voluntarily 
limit its tendenciesinthis direction. 
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known that the Cabinet first 
tried to adopt, a policy of non- 
intervention over Bilbao and 
that it warned the relief ships 
not to proceed. A few days later 
the Navy was escorting the 
relief ships on their way. 
Enthusiasts can therefore debate 
among themselves until the crack 
of doom as to whether the 
Cabinet favours the Right or 
the Left. Impartiality cannot be 
claimed for it, as Great Britain 
has never established a general 
principle against blockade in 
war. 

The same Government has, 
however, lately distinguished 
itself in other activities for 
which it deserves the highest 
praise; and certainly those other 
activities tell against the 
international tendencies 
represented by Largo Caballero 
and his friends. It is a commonplace 
of the news that does not get 
into the newspapers that up to 


a fortnight ago there was in 
process a vigorous attempt, 
concerted in London, Paris, 


Johannesburg and elsewhere, to 
cause the inflation of prices 
which financial columns affected 
to deplore. There was a boom 
in gold shares accompanied by 
a boom in commodities. The 
American Government was in a 
position where it could not reduce 
the amount of money in the 
market by usual method of 
selling Government securities, 
because a slump in Government 
securities would then have been 
engineered, with an even greater 
rise in commodity prices. At the 
same time an actual shortage of 
commodities was being engineered 
by the cornering of stocks, 
especially in Paris, where one 
group is reported to have held 
£ 20,000,000 of copper. The 
situation was met by the rumour 
that Washington intended — to 
reduce the price of gold — the 
rumour was put out from 
London — and the result was a 
catastrophic collapse of the 
speculative boom, with attendant 
panics in New York, London, 
Paris, Prague and Johannesburg. 
The American and British 
Governments had once more 
asserted the principle of economic 
stability against the international 
groups which have for years 
been playing on the markets of 
the world. The losses of these 
groups were abnormally heavy; 
the results will be felt in polities, 
especially in France; and it is a 
sign that a new economic system 
is being formed when it is found 
that the stock market disasters 
have not interfered at all with 
the general prosperity of the 
nations involved, 

The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer evidently did not 
take the misery of the City 
of London too seriously, for he 
followed ‘the gold scare’ (as the

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New Canals coming under 4 Year Plan 


Poland possesses excellent 
natural conditions for inland 
navigation. Unfortunately very 
little use of this is made. Hardly 
one percent of our goods is 
transported by waterways. Onthe 
one hand this is due to an 
insufficient adjustment of the 
natural network of waterways to 
our needs, on the other, to the 
small number of canals, which 
are indispensable for the linking 
up of tbe separate sections of 
the nalural network into one 
whole. Hence canals play a 
prominent part in the waterway 
network and in recent years, 
especially, there has been 
extensive building of large canals 
for navigation in Germany, 
Belgium, Holland and Russia. 
Some of these canals are built 
under extremely difficult local 
conditions and the cost of building 
amounts at times to several 
million zlotys per kilometer. 

In Polish financial conditions 
it cannot be begun with items of 
great cost, there cannot be built 
canals like that which should join 
the San with the Dniestr (to 
ersate a waterway from the 
Baltic to the Black Sea) the cost 
of which would be about one 
million zloty per kilometer whilst 
the economic advantages would 
be doubtful. Poland is beginning 
with those waterways on which 
either nature or human hand has 
already performed a part of the 
work and where, thanks to this, 
the costs will be insignificant 
and the advantages indisputable, 
and this not only as a means of 
communication but also for 
agricultural improvementand the 
exploitation of energy. 

In the four year investment 
plan provision is made for 
precisely this sort of canal: 

The Goplo—Warta canal is the 
completion of a waterway joining

panic was called) with a Budget 
announcement which was received 
in the City with absolute fury. 
This was a proposal to tax 
progressively the profits of 
industry above two thousand 
pounds a year. The purposes and 
results of this measure are only 
gradually being seen, but it can 
only be understood in the light 
of the Government’s intention to 
adopt the Rooseveltian policy of 
the stable price level, with the 
necessary concomitants that the 
debt structure will wither away, 
that stock exchange gambling, 
will cease, that money will be 
made to circvlate in the market 
instead of going into hoard for 
lending or for gambling, and 
that wages will be raised so as 
to enable the products of industry 
to be bought. 


The humming boom in 
industrial securities has come to 
an abrupt halt. As a great deal 
of this gambling is financed by 
loan, the figures for bank 
advances will now show a 
considerable drop. Further, 
industrial firms will pay off 
debentures and other forms of 
debt, so that the banks will 
be further glutted with unlendable 
money. And as there will be a 
great incentive to raise wages 
rather that pay the tax, the 
internal market will become 
increasingly active. Not least 
important, the principle is put 
forward that a profit of 6 per 
cent. is a norm and that 
principle, as one commentator 
at least has pointed out, means 
that Great Britain has taken a 
step towards the recognition of 
the ‘economics of the Corporate 
State. Financial Liberalism, 
intimately associated with the 
ideals of the Left, has received 
a heavy blow. Despite the 
raising of the blockade of Bilbao, 
it seems that the Cabinet 
inclines to the Right. 


the Bydgoszcz canal (and the 
Vistula) with the Warta via 
Goplo,aroad which the Germans 
did not finish in 1878, as Goplo 
then divided the frontier. Thanks 
to a number of lakes, the building 
of a 20 kilometer canal will open 
a new road of 40 kilometers in 
length, the need for which has 
long been felt. This was recently 
confirmed at many conferences, 
as for instance, the conference 
of representatives of local 
governments and district 
institutions at Konin, last autumn. 
The cost of this canal will be 
about 6 million zloty or 150,000 
per kilometer of new waterway 
(including the lake, unused up 
till now). 

Further the investment 
programme provides for the 
reconstruction of the “Krolewski* 
canal, for a distance of 190 
kilometers, at a cost of 7 million 
zloty, and the building of a 100 
kilometer canal from Klesow to 
Stare Konie on the Styr, also at 
a cost of 7 million zloty. These 
canals, together with those parts 
of the Prypec and Styr which 
are navigable, form a 350 
kilometer long waterway from 
the centre of the Volhynian 
granite quarries to Brzesc, which 
for the time being will be 
available to steamers having a 
draughtof not more thanone meter, 
as on the Vistula, This will have 
a considerably influence on the 
cost of transport of Volhynian 
stone. To this should be added 
the transport facilities for other 
cargoes as also the melioration 
advantages. The reconstruction 
of the “Krolewski” canal is 
strictly connected with needs of 
the agriculture and will render 
it possible to drain 350,000 
hectares of swamp land. This 
reconstruction has already begun, 

Other items of the investment 
programme are the "Roboczy” 
canal (Malkinia—Zegrze) and the 
reservoir canal on Lake Switiaz 
(near Wlodawa). There it is a 
question of exploiting the energy 
provided by the waters of the 
river Bug, whose rise will be 
regulated by means of a reservoir 
consisting of the group of lakes 
near Wlodawa. 

This group of hydrotechnical 
constructions (canals, dams, and 
cisterns) will allow the 
production, near Warsaw, of about 
180.000.000 kw. h. per annum for 
the present,i.e. the total amount 
of electric current consumed by 
Warsaw) the cost of which 
allowing 5,5% interest on capital, 
will amount to about 5 groszy 
per Kw. h. Gradually, with the 
canalisation of the Bug, the power 
produced may be doubled. 

The construction of the 
“Roboczy“ canal calls for great 
expenditure — about 60 million 
zloty — but the investment will 
be extremely profitable and for 
this reason might be carried out 
on a special loan. The plans 
have been in work for some 
years and will probably be 
completed this year. 


Mention should also be made 
of the building of the Vistula— 
Bug canal (Zeran—Zegrze). This 
will constitute, on the one hand, 
the outlet of the “Roboczy* 
canal, on the other — an 
indispensable extension of the 
Warsaw industrial port, now in 
construction on the river Zeran. 
Moreover it is of preeminent 
importance for the rational 
drainage of the adjoining swampy 
environs of Praga (Warsaw 
suburb). In the place where the 
canal passes through a big peat- 
bog it will be possible to create 
a lake of about 156 hectares at 
small cost, which is necessary 
for regulating the flow to the 
hydro establishments and at the 
same time form an excellent 
stretch of water for rowing 
competitions. Because of this, 
spiteful tongues say that this 
canal will be for the use of 
canoes, not realising the first 
class importance of this canal 
for navigation, for the salubrity

Kurier 
Warszawski and the Polish press 
in general write that the visit 
of Minister Beck to Bucharest is 
considered to be in the highest 
degree satisfactory.

Warszawski adds that the greatest | 
attention has been excited by the | 


two conferences Minister Beck 
had with King Karol. “During 
these discussions a complete 
harmony of opinion reigned 
between the representations of 
both countries concerning the 
actual political situation. Ruma- 
nian political circles evinced great 
interest in the opinions formulated 
by Minister Beck that it is time 
to pass from the vague and 
general tone of international 
policy to practical agreements”. 
Further the Kurier notes “the 
distinct emphasis, both in the 
public declarations of the two 
ministers and in the official 
communiqué,laiduponthe strength, 
duration and unchangeableness 
of the Polish-Rumanian alliance 
resulting from the fundamental 
interests of both countries”. 


Polska Zbrojna in an article on 
the objects of the O. Z.N, camp 
(National Unity Group) writes 
that the camp should be above 
all based on the economic element. 
“The camp ought to become not 
only a basis for political 
understanding of a debating 
society (which may be its 
introductory phase) but above all 
a foundation for professional 
economic action, beginning with 
apowerful,permanent mobilization 
of all the forces of a State of 
35 millions. That is its chief aim. 
The camp of national consolidation 
is surely the last attempt at 
organizing a regular social army 
which ought to be the chief 
power immediately after the 
vanguard of the permanent army. 
In this action not political opinions 
decide but honest, sincere Polish 
conviction and readiness for 
action”. 


of the vicinity of the capital and 
its electrification. The expenditure 
of 6 million zloty on this work 
will yield a manifold return 
thanks to the direct advantages 
to the whole of the neighbourhood 
which will arise with the 
realization of this project, 

Finally we must mention the 
canalization of Przemsza at a 
cost of 3 million zloty. This will 
be the first step towards a 
practical solutign of the question 
of creating a waterway from the 
coal basin to Krakow. 

From the above it is evident 
that the waterways investment 
programme include a series of 
projects which, with a minimum 
outlay, promise to yield maximum 
economic advantages. 


Activity of the National Unity Group 


The National unity Group, 
founded by Colonel Koc, is 
developing steadily, but not very 
fast. Careful and deliberate 
planning of every step is a part 
of its policy, while too 
spectacular successes are not 
sought after, although they might 
be easily obtained by an 
organisation enjoying official 
patronage. 


Applications for membership 
are still received in large 
numbers, but the headquarters 
of the organisation are still 
reserving their decision with 
regard to the admittance of the 
applicants to normal membership. 
Unlike the other political 
organisations, and the late 
official BBWR party, which 
strove to attract the largest 
number of members possible, the 
OZN (colloquially known as 
“Ozone”) professes to, seek 
quality rather than quantity. 

What will be the actual 
conditions of admittance to 
membership? It is understood 
that only few hard and fast 
rules wil be adhered to, while 
individual considerations may 
play an important part. Col. 
Kowalewski, col. Koc’s chief 
of staff in the OZN, stated in a 
recent speech that while the new 
organisation is opposed to acts 
of violence, it desires a basic 
solution of the Jewish problem 
in Poland. He also said that 
only Poles can belong to the 
OZN, and that the term “Pole” 
should be interpreted as denoting 
active membership of the Polish 
nation. 


Mere citizenship of the Polish 
Republic does not necessarily 
entail Polish nationality 
in the sense attached to 
that term by the leaders of 
the OZN, in view of the presence 
of some national minorities. But 
Col. Kowalewski stated on the 
other band that origin alone 
cannot be a sufficient criterion 
of nationality, thus repealing the 
Nazi theory of race, He admitted 
that there can be genuine 
Poles belonging to other than 
Christian religious congregations, 


and that the personal character 
of each person, rather than 
external circumstances, should 
decide his nationality. 


That statement of Col. 
Kowalewski was seized upon by 
his opponents, representing the 
Nationalist Right Wing opposition, 
who alleged that he is “willing 
to accept the membership of 
Jews in the OZN, provided that 
they declare themselves to be of 
Polish nationality.” This attack 
drew from the OZN headquarters 
a reply, which has elucidated 
the position with regard to the 
membership of Jews.

Col. Kowalewski stated that 
he had in his mind rare 
exceptions when he spoke about 
non-Christian Poles, and that as 
a rule Christianity will be one 
of the conditions observed in 
selecting members. He added 
that in doubtful cases, that is of 
persons of alien origin, a bare 
declaration of Polish nationality 
would not be sufficient, but 
serious proofs of patriotism would 
be required, - such as war 
service or other acts. 


But the declaration of Polish 
nationality is necessary in any 
case, so that e.g. the members of 
the Jewish Ex-Servicemen’s 
Association, who “deserve our 
respect for their frankness in 
admitting theirJewish nationality” 
- cannot be members of the OZN. 
“Jews who have no such services 
to their credit and have given 
no such proof of their attachment 
to Poland, can expect still less 
to be favoured on account of 
their simple declaration of Polish 
nationality” - concluded Col. 
Koc’s Chief of Staff. 


Other recent statements of the 
leaders of the OZN show that 
they are not supporters of the 
one party principle, especially 
realised by means of the 
suppression of other parties by 
the government, as itis practised 
in certain countries. The OZN 
does not seek the privileges 
which it might be able to secure 
from the government.

Kurier Poranny writing on the 
subject of the understanding 
between Rome and Vienna and 
what follows in its wake with 
Berlin says that this necessarily 
must find an echo in the further 
conduct of European affairs. "A 
part of the political opinion of 
Paris quite clearly sees two sides 
Rome—Berlin and Paris—London, 
seeing even in the recently 
concluded understanding a 
tendency to break up the Little 
Entente, torpedo the attempts at 
rapprochement between Austria 
and Czechoslovakia — and in 
consequence to weaken France's 
allies in Central Europe. All the 
more that Hungary cannot be 
hostile to Rome — Berlin, being 
a signatory of the Rome protocols 
as also Jugoslavia after her pact 
with Italy. This state was chiefly 
parted from Vienna on account 
of the question of the Habsburg’s 
return which is no longer a 
consideration for practical 
politics”. 


J. K. C. expresses satisfaction 
at the beginning of the building 
season saying that “very 
considerable building enterprises 
are foreseen for the coming year, 
housing, town planning, and 
workmen’s dwellings undertaken 
by the initiative of the Society for 
workmen's settlements and the 
Institute of Social Insurance. In 
Warsaw seyeral Courts of Law 
will be completed from state 
funds, and a new post office in 
Chmielna connected with the 
reconstruction of the Castle and 
Łazienki”. The Kurier mentions 
further building enterprises in the 
capital and the provinces. 


The Rumanian press is 
unanimous in its praise of the 
results of Minister Beck’s visit to 
Bucharest. Buna Vestire in 
discussing Polish foreign policy 
of recent years emphasizes the 
“exceptional authority of Minister 
Beck on the international area 
owing to his decided attitude in 
seeking the straightest roads for 
strengthening the security of 
Poland. Rumania is in the same 
geopolitical position as Poland 
and ought in view of this to 
accept without ‘hesitation the 
formula of peace guarantees 
already tried by the Polish Foreign 
Minister and offered to Rumania”. 
In a word the whole press agrees 
in recommending the nearest 
possible contact and alliance with 
Poland.

THE ORIGINS

Five centuries of Polish history 
are all but merged in the history 
of the Piast dynasty. They were 
the true makers of the State and 
of the nation even since 
prehistoric times. “They ruled 
so long — says Prof. Stanislaw 
Zakrzewski — that from the idea 
of the State being practically 
the dynasty they reached the 
opposite point where State and 
dynasty are two different things... 
Over a period of five centuries 
the Piasty are the main force, 
the main creative element known 
to Poland. They are algo the 
most intelligent element... The 
Piasts define what makes and 
will make Poland, they are the 
source of Polish national 
consciousness. Thus the origins 
of Polish history are not contained 
in the tribe and vague tribal 
consciousness. These origins are 
contained in the Piasts,. Had 
our State originated in the tribal 
principle, it would have united 
as many of such tribes as existed 
from the Elbe to the Bug. It was 
not the sense of a common 
German danger that united the 
Polish tribes as that danger did 
not exist at the end of the ninth 
century. Had it actually existed, 


in the front line of the danger, 
would have found themselves 
permanently united within the 
Polish polity”. In another resumé 
the same prominent specialist on 
the period says: “The importance 
of the Piast dynasty down to 
1370 is based on the fact that 
they were the deciding agent in 
the State, and at the same time 
the foremost and materially 
strongest social layerin the Polish 
community. They were the one 
and the other, long before the 
formation of a nobility, of the 
yet older knightood in their 
service, and of the Church, 
Besides, they were themselves 
taking the chief creative part 
during the period when those 
factors were rising and 
developing.” They focussed 
“perception of political aims, 
‘definition of their own interests 
and ambitions; in short, they 
were the source of creative will.” 
The results of their constructive 
endeavours were carefully 
transmitted from generation to 
generation of the dynasty. „In 
the furnace of such continued 
creative activity diverse ethnical, 
territorial and social elements 
were being transformed, as were 
also outside sprinklings, for the 
benefit and power of the dynasty... 
The sword and the wisdom of 
the Piasts marked out the 
frontiers of political thought and 
culture that separate Poland from 
the rest of the Slavonic world. 
Slowly and with the course of 
time the stock of policy and 
dynastic tradition was passing 
On to other layers, yet down to 
1370 the Piasts remained the 
personification of the Polish State 
and of Polonism.” During four 
centuries “the action of the 
Piasts on the community has the 
characteristics of outstanding 
‘initiative.

The Piasts were not the first 
to achieve monarchie rule in| 
Poland, Their relation to the 
Popiel dynasty who preceded 
them, will probably never be 
completely elucidated. They may 
have been a junior line of the 
Popiels, successful rebels against 
the senior one; or hereditary 
majordomos who treated the 
Popiels as the Carolings had 
treated the Mero vingians. 
Philologists are still quarelling 
over the meaning of the name 
Piast; the most respected of them 
at present in Poland, Professor 
Alexander Briickner, asserts it 
to be simply a peasant name, 
something like “pestle” or “hub”. 
Historians are pointing out that 
the first dignitary of the Polish 
court in early historic times used 
to be the nutritor or paedagogus 
of the Latin-written sources, and 
that piast would be a correct 
Polish translation of the term; 
to the protoplast of the dynasty 
the sources are also giving the 
name of Chosisko (in various 
spellings as usual with medieval 
Latin writers who are trying to 
render Slavonic sounds), and we 
read of Piast or Piast Chosisko, 
which latter, of course, might 
be translated “the tutor Chosisko”; 
they insist also on the fact that 
since then to the present day no 
other family or individual in 
Poland has borne the name of 
Piast, while there are numbers 
of Popiels, gentry, townsfolk and 
peasants. The story of the change | 
of dynasty as told by the earliest 
Polish chronicler, an ecclesiastic 
of foreign birth who lived one | 
hundred years after the first | 
authentically recorded Piastruler 
of Poland, that is to say about 
six orseven generations after the 
deposition of the Popiels,| 
impresses the modern student | 
as rather intentionally reticent, 
as it were to cover up traces 
of a not very commendable 
transaction. The miraculous, | 
inseparable from all medieval | 
writing of history, is given | 
place of honour to the neglect 
of all chronology and what we 
are bound to consider essentials 
of historical narrative. Higher 
criticism in the first pride of its | 
achievements used to reject 
altogether this first part of the 
Anonymus Gallus (as in default 
of any other name the author 
of this oldest Polish chronicle is 
being called), and also the much 
more elaborate and more fabulous 
tales of the Cracow bishop 
Vincent Kadłubek. A younger 
school of Polish historians, 
however, not less wary of 
medieval concoctions but like 
the sleuth in the latest type of 


to minutest details and collateral 
evidence, intent to make the 
best even of the worst corrupted 
sources of information, has since 
| again taken up the old Fleming, 
| Frenchman, Italian, Hungarian, 
or whatever the Anonymus was 
by birth, and his Polish 
amplificator and continuator, and 
extracted from their Latin prose | 
and doggerel verse quite a lot 
of valuable, though only general, 
information on the rise of the 
Polish State. 

Those younger Polish historians, 
of whom to-day the most 
prominent are already dead and 
the surviving ones the respected 
doyens of the craft, started, of 
course, from undeniable historical 
facts; the first being that all 
the tribes and tiny states of the 


Western Slavs between the Elbe 
and Oder rivers went down 
under pressure of the German 
Drang nach Osten when, A. D. | 
928, the onslaught set in again 
to continue for centuries, and 
even the strongest of them, the 
Czechs, had to submit to the 
permanent sovereignty of the 
German Reich; the second that 
Poland since the very first 
impact on herself of this wave 
of conquest, about A. D. 963, 
was capable of putting up a stiff 
fight, of continuing it with 
varying fortunes during 209 years, 
and of finally making good, 
though with considerable loss of 
her original territory in the West, 
her claim to independent 
nationhood. 

Now, this date of A. D. 963 
marks the border line between 
Polish prehistory and history, 
and it is quite inconceivable for 
a state just arising from primitive 
tribal conditions to weather so 
ereditably such a tremendous 
crisis. The short-lived Great- 
Moravian State of the Moimirids 
(about 840 to 894) presents 
sufficient proof to the contrary; 
it had to accept the overlordship 
of Charlemagne’s feeble 
successors, and it broke asunder 
under the combined attack of 
Arnulph of Germany and the 
Magyars; Arnulph had, by the 
way, when calling in the Magyars 
from the lower reaches of the 
Danube, hardly an inkling of 
himself laying the foundations 
of a barrier to further German 
conquests in south-eastern Central 
Europe, which the new Hungarian 
State turned out to be. In the 
case of Poland the only logical 
conclusion from the two facts 
mentioned above is that Mieszko 
I (about 962-992) and Bolestaw 
the Brave (992-1025), the first 
historic Piast rulers, stood on 
the shoulders of prehistoric 
ancestors from whom they 
inherited not only a realm of 
considerable extent and a 
remarkable degreeofconsolidation 
but also a distinct tradition of 
policy in war and in peace. This 
much admitted there is no real 
reason to disbelieve the line of 
the ruling ancestors given by 
Gallus to Mieszko I, with their | 
progenitor Piast Chosisko, 
possibly a junior Popiel prince, 
or a still faithful majordomo, or 
even a clan chieftain whose son 
Ziemowit was to throw of the | 
yoke imposed by the first Popiel, 
and himself in turn to become 
the conqueror of other petty 
chieftains and tiny tribal 
communities, Considering the 
conditions of political disaggrega- 
tion in which all the peoples of 
the Slavonic race used to continue 
for centuries, into which they 
would relapse again and again 
after short spells of federation 
enforced by actualoutside danger, 
three generations of strong 
autocratic government seem not 
foo many for the establishment 
of a prehistoric Poland which at 
the dawn of its history could 


stem the German Drang nach 
Osten.

Economics 


Rising Prices 


As stated by Mr. J. Rakowski, 
director of the General Department 
of the Ministry of Finance, in an 
article published in a rétent 
issue of one of the Warsaw 
economic weeklies, the rise of 
wholesale prices in Poland during 
the last few months is proceeding 
at a quicker pace than in any 
other country of the world, 
except Great Britain. From March 
1936 to January 1937 the rise in 
wholesale prices has been 1.6 
per cent in Germany, 4.8 in 
Austria, 6.0 in Czechoslovakia, 
7.9 in the U.S.A., 8,7 in Denmark, 
9.3 in Sweden and 11.5 per cent 
in Poland. The advance in prices 
was quicker only in England 
where it came to 12.2 per cent 
for the period in question. 


Meat exports 


The annual report of the 
Federation of Polish Bacon 
exporters indicates that exports 
of pigs (live, slaughtered and 
pork) from Poland last year, 
reached the equivalent of 1,100,000 
head of live-pigs as against 808,000 
head in 1935 and 682.700 head 
in 1934. Theincrease of exports also 
continued during the first quarter 
of the current year; apart from 
the British, Australian and 
German quotas 9,703 tons of meats, 
the equivalent of194,000 head, were 
exported, as against 5,407 tons, 
equal to 108,000 head during the 
first quarter of 1936. In the 
exports for '1934 the value of 
finished foodstuffs represented 
only 88 per cent of the total 
value of pigs exported, while last 
year the list of theseshipments was 
composed of the following: 
finished goods 33,8 per cent, 
half-finished goods 46 per cent, 
and live pigs 20.2 per cent. In 
1930 the production of tinned 
ham had not yet been started in 
‘Poland; in 1934 the export of 
such ham came to 2,116 tons, 
rose in 1935 to 4,414 tons, and 
in 1936 to 11,895 tons; exports 
during the first quarter of the 
current year amounted to 5,741 
tons, The growth in tinned ham 
exports resulted from the 
development of trade with the 
U.S.A. Polish shipments of tinned 
ham to the U.S.A. in 1934 came 
to only 228 tons, advanced in 
1935 to over 2,000 tons and in 
1936 to 9,100 tons. At present 
these shipments from Poland 
represent 90 per cent of all the 
imports of tinned ham to the 
U.S.A. The value of the exports 
effected by the members of the 
Federation of Polish Bacon 
Exporters was 97.4 million zlotys 
jn 1985, and 149 million zlotys 
in 1936. 


Exports of Iron and Steel 


The Polish iron and steel 
works exported 32,749 tons of 
their goods in March as against 
25,816 tons in February. This 
increase one of 26.85 per cent, 
was mainly caused by a shipment 
of 4,677 tons of materials for 
railway construction to Iran, but 
there was also an increase of 
iron and steel exports to Argen- 
tina, Finland and China, while 
such exports to the U. S. S. R. 
declined by 1,600 tons. During 
the first quarter of the year, 
Polish exports of iron and steel 
goods totalled 74.626 tons as 
against 43,523 tons during the 
first quarter of 1936. 


The metal trust of 
the USSR purchased in Poland 
4000 tons of thin sheet iron and 
1000 tons of thick iron plates, of 
a total value of 3 million zlotys. 
Payment will be effected partly 
by supplying to Poland 40,000 
tons of Russian ore. Negotiations 
are pursued for further purchases 
of Polish sheet iron.

The music of Blanchefleur is the 
work of a cultured composer. The 
instrumentation is good, but the opera 
as a whole does not offer any moments 
of great interest or emotion for the 
modern opera-goer. The Swiss folksong 
Der Kuhreigen avd those of the French 
Revolution (La Marseillaise and la 
Carmagnole) are vivid moments. 


Above all, Blanchefleur gave to 
Warsaw the happy opportunity to hear 
the greatest Polish prima donna, Miss 
Ewa Bandrowska-Turska in a new rôle. 
Needless to say she again triumphs 
both as a singer and as an actress. Her 
lovable voice with its exquisite control 
is quite extraordinary. The Aria of the 
second act and the minuetinthe fourth 
are true jewels of vocal execution, 


The management of the Warsaw 
opera assembled all the best Polish 
singers as a background for Miss Ewa 
Bandrowska - Turska. Franciszka 
Platówna, as Doris, the girl of the 
revolution, found effective and 
successful moments in her great scena 
and in the finale of the third act; 
Stanistaw Gruszczyński displayed 
dramatic abilities as Primus Thaller; 
Eugeniusz Mossakowski (Favart), August 
Wiśniewski (King Louis XVI) and 
Edward Bender (Marquis Masimelle de 
la Réole de Courtroy) executed the 
remaining leading rôles. 


The orchestra, under the baton of 
Bolestaw Tyllia accomplished its task, 
very correctly. The stage direction of 
Adolf Poptawski gave colouring and a 
vivid tempo in the ensemble scenes.

The four appearances of the Viennese 
Volkstheater artists in the comedy Jean 
of Bus Fekete aroused quite a sensation 
here as, among the guests, were Lili 
Darvas and Hans Jaray, the stars of 
the Austrian film. 

This year the Viennese group 
presented a new comedy by Bus-Fekete, 
Jean, the history of an ideal valet of a 
conservative minister — a Hungarian 
old aristocrate — who is making his 
debut in politics, as a protagonist of 
socialism. 

The interpreter in the title rôle of 
Jean, Mr. Hans Jaray, was especially 
successful this time asthe rôle permitted 
him to show all the qualities of the 
born comedy actor.
